W ashington, Feb. 7.— A 
letter 
from President W ilson reviewing 
hi3 objections to some features of 


^the 
peace 
treaty 
reservations 
framed by the republican m ajority 
Of the senate furnished the basis 
Of an earnest discussion today in a 
conference of democratic senators 
called to consider what course the 
treaty friends should pursue when 
It again comes before the senate 
next week. 


Striking directly at the repub­ 


lican reservation bo article X .t and 


various proposed substitutes, the 
president wrote that any reserva­ 
tion w hich said that “ the United 


States assumes no obligation under 
such and such an article unless, or 


except,’*1 would be likely to “ kill'* 
the relationship between this coun­ 
try and ,the other powers. 
A sub­ 
stitute article X. reservation con­ 
taining this language, which had 
been under consideration by the 
recently disbanded bi-partisan com­ 
promise committee, the president 
wrote, 
was “ very unfortunate in 
form," though he agreed to its sub­ 
stance. 
The letter was written on 
January* 26, w*hile the bi-partisan 
negotiations were in progress and 
before publication of the letter of 
Viscount Grey, form er B ritish am­ 
bassador to the United States on 
the acceptability of the republican 
reservations. 
It was addressed to 
Senator Hitchcock, the democratic 
leader, who laid it before the con­ 
ference today. 
W id e disagreem ent was revealed 
among senators regarding the prob­ 
able effect of the communication of 
the treaty's chances of ratification. 
Some interpreted the 
letter 
as 
m erely a reiteration of the views 
previously expressed 
by the ex­ 
ecutive, w hile others professed to 
see in it a tendency toward com­ 
promise.

j to be able to add therefore, that I 
have once more gone over the res­ 
ervations proposed by yourself, the 
copy of which I return herewith, 
and am glad 'to say that I can ac­ 
cept them as they stand. 
“ I have never seen the slightest 
reason to doubt the good faith of 
our Associates in the war, nor had 
the slightest reason to fear that 
any nation would seek to enlarge 
our obligations under the covenant 
of the League of Nations, or seek 
to commit us to lines of action, 
which, under our constitution, only 
the congress of the United States 
can in the last analysis decide.

Presidents 
Letter. 
W ashington, 
Feb. 
7.—Senator 
Hitchcock made pubilc tonight his 
letter from the president after the 
following statem ent: 
“ The presi­ 
dent's letter dated Jan u ary 26. w*as 
called forth by a letter, which I 
wrote him on the evening of the 
day in which the bi-partisan con­ 
ference in Senator Lodge’s office 
came so near agreeing to a reser­ 
vation on A rticle X . 
The clipping 
referred to in the president’s letter 
was the following proposed com­ 
prom ise reservations on A rticle X : 
“ The United States assumes no 
obligation to employ its m ilitary, 
or naval forces, or the economic 
boycott to preserve the territorial 
integrity, or political independence 
of any other country under the pro­ 
visions of A rticle X. or to employ 
the m ilitary, or naval forces of the 
United States under an article of 
the treaty for any purpose, unless 
in any p tyticular case the congress, 
which under the constitution has 
the sole powder to declare war. or 
authorize the employment of the 
m ilitary, or naval forces of 
the 
United States shall by act. or join 
resolution so 
provide. 
Nothing 
herein shall be deemed to impair 
the obligations in A rticle X V I. con­ 
cerning the economic boycott.” 
The president’s 
letter 
follows 
in part: 
"M y Dear Senator Hitchcock: 
“ I have greatly appreciated your 
thoughtful kindness in keeping me 
informed concerning the 
confer­ 
ences you and some of your 
col­ 
leagues have had with spokesmen 
of the republican party 
concern 
lug the possibility of ratification of 
the treaty and peace and send this 
line in special apprecitive acknowl­ 
edgment of your letter of the 22nd. 
I return the clipping you were kind 
enough to enclose. 
“ To the substance of it, 
I.

I am bound, like 
yourself. 
I am solemnly sworn to 
obey and m aintain the constitution 
of these United states, but I think 
the form of it very unfortunate. 
Any reservation, or resolution stat­ 
ing the United States assumes no

“ That association must in any 
case, my dear senator, involve very 
serious and far reaching

sirous of ignoring.

Iii announcing the agreement to­ 
day. Chairman Cummings of 
the 
senate managers, said the rew rit­ 
ten section provided that after the 
2-year period the percentage of re­ 
turn would lie fixed by the inter­ 
state commerce commission, which 
. would he authorized to fix rates 
so as to yield that return. 
W ith the agreement on this sec­ 
tion the conferees completed their 
work on the bill and Senator Cum­ 
mins said their report 
probably 
would be ready for congress 
by 
February 16. 
Leaders hope to com­ 
plete final enactment of the hill 
before the railroads are returned to 
private control March I. 
The aggregate value of the prop­ 
erties used in transportation would 
be determined by the interstate 
commerce commission, according 
to the bill, the determination be­ 
ing by traffic district; the districts 
would be used as groups and where, 
the equivalent of the guaranteed 
return was realized, no increase in 
rates would be necessary. 
Sim ­ 
ilarly, the rates would be increased 
to make up a deficit in districts 
where the roads failed to earn the 
5j 2 per cent. 
Figures on the probable aggre­ 
gate value of the roads are not 
available yet. 
The commission has 
completed the final physical valu­ 
ation of only three roads and the 
tentative valuations of only fifty- 
six, the largest being the Kansas 
City Southern. 
The 
outstanding 
capitalization and bonded indebt­ 
edness of all the roads amount to 
approximately 19,000 million, 
on 
approximately 
19 
billion 
on 
be $1,045,000,000. 
The guaranteed return 
to 
the 
roads under government 
control 
has been about 900 million annual­ 
ly, based on the three-year period 
just prior to the time the govern­ 
ment took charge, individual roads 
receiving varying returns. 
Distribution of earnings in excess 
of the guaranteed return also 
is 
provided in the bill. 
One-hall of 
I per cent w'ould be available for 
unproductive improvements. 
Fifty 
per cent of the excess over 6 per 
cent would go to the roads earn­ 
ing such excess, while the remain­ 
ing half would be put into a con­ 
tingent fund administered by the 
commission aud used to purchase 
equipment for rental to the weaker 
roads, which also could obtain loans 


from the fund.

Before the president acted, Mr. 
Daniels said

had been informed by the chief of 
the bureau of navigation of the pas­ 
sage of the law' and had accepted a 
decoration from the king of En g ­ 
land and had authorized Admiral 
Rodman 
.then 
commanding 
tilt' 
American battle 
division with the 
British grand fleet and Rear Adm ir­ 
al Strauss, directing the laying of 
the North Sea mine barrage, to ac­ 
cept decorations. 
Admiral Sims 
was 
informed by 
Secretary Daniels of the president’s 
action, the secretary continued, and 
he wrote asking whether he should 
return the medal to the king. 
Mr. 
Daniels said he replied that in \iew 
of the action taken, presumably be­ 
fore 
President 
W ilson’s 
request 
reached the king there w*as nothing 
that could be 
done 
and that of 
course the 
decoration 
already ac­ 
cepted could not be returned. 
Concluding his testimony today 
before the senate subcommittee in­ 
vestigating the award of naval dec­ 
orations. Secretary Daniels disclos­ 
ed the fact that a wide difference 
of opinion existed between himself 
and Rear Adm iral Sims during the 
w*ar on the question of the accept­ 
ance of foreign honors and decora­ 
tions by the American naval offi­ 
cers. 
The admiral, 
who favored 
such decorations, while Mr. Daniels 
opposed them, will again he before 
the committee on Tuesday. 
Mem­ 
bers of the committee read Mr. 
Daniels’ 
highly 
commendatory 
statements he made in recommend­ 
ing that Adm iral Sims he made a 
permanent admiral for his war ser­ 
vice. 
Secretary Daniels declared 
that he would not now* make such 
a recommendation as developments 
since his original action had caused 
him to change his mind. 
He cited what he characterized 
as Admiral Sim s’ efforts to magnify 
the achievements of the British 
arm y and navy in the wrar and to 
minimize the results obtained by 
the United States forces in judic­ 
ious statements contained in a re­ 
cent series of articles by Admiral 
Sim s on the navy’s part including 
a reflection on the whole Irish race 
and the officer s action in having 
made public official instructions of 
a highly confidential nature as hav­ 
ing led to a change in his view*s re­ 
garding special promotion for Ad­ 
miral Sims. 
Mr. Daniels said he 
had waived regulations requiring 
officers to submit articles to the 
department before publication be­ 
cause he wished to show Admiral 
Sims every consideration and cour­ 
tesy and expected the articles to 
be confined strictly to Am erica’s 
participation in the war. 
“ I am very sorry now* that I gave 
Rear Adm iral Sims this latitude, 
and that I did not require him to 
submit his articles to the depart­ 
ment,” Secretary Daniels said. 
Debate of the peace treaty, of 
the navy’s conduct of the w*ar, of 
Admiral Sim s’ literary ability and 
many other 
subjects 
consumed 
much 
of the 
committee’s -time, 
while Chairman Hale made ineffec­ 
tual efforts to get the gearing hack 
on subject of decorations. 
Asked 
by Chairman Hale, however, if the 
changing of recommendations 
for 
medals did not have an effect on 
naval morale, as Adm iral Sim s had 
charged. Secretary Daniels replied; 
“ Not that much,” snapping his fin­ 
gers. 
“ Wouldn't such a policy cause 
some heartburns.” asked Chairman 
Hale. 
“ It might cause some heartburn, 
replied 
Secretary 
Daniels, 
“ but 
heartburn would not affect the mor­ 
ale of men like those who manned 
our ships. 
It might affect the peo­ 
ple who want to w*ear medals and 
ribbons, hut there aren’t many ol 
them.” 
Secretary Daniels said that s o m e 
one had to justify and standardize 
the awards of medals and that he 
did it himself with the aid of th* 
Knight board. 
Chairman Hale challenged Secre­ 
tary Daniels' action in awarding 
medals to commanding officers of 
ships sunk or damaged by the ene­ 
my. 
The secretary reiterated h i; 
purpose to reward courage and pre 
fessional ability whether the me 
lost the ship or not. 
“ I intend to stick to that policy

RAIL REFORMS 
BE CONTINUED

passengers and 28 members of the 
crew* of the 
steamship.

ter, Acushnet. 
The message said 
the Acushnet had taken off the 
captain and 25 of the crew.

Feb. 7.— Reviewing 
the “ Efficiencies aud 
economies’' 
a cc o m p lish ed In various phases of 
railroad operation by the railroad' 
adm inistration” W . P /T yle r, direc­ 
tor of the division of 
operations, 
recommended in his annual report 
today to Director General Hines 
that “ many effective reforms” be 
continued after the roads are re­ 
turned to private control March I. 
His recommendations included: 
“ That arrangements be made to 
set up, at least 
in ^ skeletonized 
form the organization necessary to 
control the movement of traffic 
to and by w*ay of ports whenever 
traffic conditions warrant by the 
placing of embargoes and the issu­ 
ance of permits.” 
“ That the railroads continue the 
work of establishing uniformity in 
rules- governing car supply, 
for 
important commodities handled. 
‘’That the campaign for the more 
effective utilization of equipment 
by heavier loading be continued. 
“ That the coordination of termi­ 
nals be made a continuing policy 
for the railroads. 
“ That the centralized control of 
cars be continued under 
proper 
limitations and the central organi­ 
zation of the railroads themselves. 
Discussing equipment Mr. Tyler 
said the locomotives of the country 
were in a better condition as 
a 
whole than they 
had ever been 
during'the period of heavy business 
and that while they number above 
65,100 an adequate program for new 
power should be adopted at 
an 
early* date. 
A comprehensive 
car 
building 
program also should 
be adopted 
by the railroads as early as pos­ 
sible, he said.

Hatton, R. M. Johns. M. Chasnoff, 
and Miss Laura J. Yeater, secre­ 
tary. 
Miss Yeater will have charge 
of the detail w*ork in compiling sta 
tistics. 
The purpose of the survey is to 
establish a record of the production 
of Sedalia’s various industries and 
the range of distribution to secure 
tacts and figures in regard to /the 
number and variety of our indus­ 
tries and the quantity of their out­ 
put. 
The move is an admirable one 
which has been and is now being 
practiced in all leading industrial 
centers in the matter of investigat­ 
ing their commercial standing. The 
survey will show approximate wag­ 
es paid and will show what indus­ 
tries the city can support to best 
advantage after %the figures have 
been compiled. 
In beginning the survey cooper­ 
ation of business men is needed. 
There will he no prying into busi ­ 
ness affairs, but simply ascertain 
the value of goods and raw* mater­ 
ial used in local consumption, and 
low much is sent out and brought 
in. 
Heretofore such statistics have 
only been known iii a general way, 
blit this will he the first survey to 
lave been made iii Sedalia. 
The statistics 
will be 
kept on 
land at the Chamber of Commerce 
and when fully completed w ill be 
published to show* just w here*the 
city stands in a commercial way 
These facts will be of great benefit 
to Sedalians and puts her iii a class 
with larger cities who are paying 
enormous sums annually to exper 
ienced eastern specialists to do the 
same work.

tions against them. 
In many cases 
where names are not known, a gen­ 
eral description of the duties of the 
accused is given. 
Four pages are devoted to Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg and Gen­ 
eral Ludendorff, the same accusa­ 
tions serving for both. 
Are Still Side-Stepping. 
Berlin, Friday. Feb. 6.-—The Yos- 
sische Zeituug 
reports 
that the 
note 
accompanying 
the 
list of 
names of the Germans accused by 
the allies of war crimes will be de- 
ivered tomorrow*. 
According 
to 
the newspaper it is reported in dip- 
omatic circles that the note main­ 
tains the principle of punishment 
of pie guilty, but is so drafted as to 
admit the possibility of negotia­ 
tions. 
Political leaders tonight predict­ 
ed that the government would have 
united parliamentary support to its 
attitude on the extradition issue, 
even to the extent that the inde­ 
pendents would desist from open 
opposition, or heckling. 
Independ­ 
ent leaders, who discussed the sit­ 
uation with the Associated Press 
today, 
declared 
the 
government 
could on no condition yield to the 
demands for extradition, ii only be­ 
cause of physical obstacles. 
Outside the party’s ranks it ap­ 
pears to be w*ell know*n that the 
radicals are not inclined to consid­ 
er assuming the reins of the gov­ 
ernment with the extradition ques­ 
tion pending. If the national assem­ 
bly is called the radicals, it is ex­ 
pected, w ill play a passive role and 
some believe they may even join in 
a formal protest against the en­ 
tente demands. 


Pekin, China. 
Feb. 
7.— “ The 
Dragon 
Rum ” was officially ex­ 
ecuted here today after a ceremony 
organized By Fnited States Marines 
of the American Legation Guard. 
As there 
was 
no “ demon rum” 
available the 
Marines 
borrowed 
one of the dragons used by the 
Chinese in their parades. 
W ith the band playing a funeral 
dirge the dragop 
was 
solemnly 
marched three times .around 
the 
parade ground, ten 
Marines pro 
viding the motive power from in­ 
side the beast. 
The dragon was 
then decapitated in the approved 
Chinese fashion. 
All American 
reservations 
in 
China are officially “ dry.” 
The 
rest of the country is not, but the 
Marines held the celebration 
to 
mark the passing of 
the 
“ rum 
demon” in their homeland.

Sedalians who are 
subscribers 
for business telephone service were 
surprised Saturday when they re­ 
ceived 
their monthly 
statement 
from the Bell Telephone Co. by 
finding a rate hike which had been jc 
previously suspended again in ef­ 
fect. 
The extra charge was for a 
half month’s service at the hike 
rate. 
The following announcement was 
enclosed with 
statem ent: 
“On 
January 15. fff&OT The circuit court 
of Cole county. Mi$auri. granted a 
writ of supersedas restoring 
all 
rates for service which were in ef 
feet .prior k#tQ#JJ£pQmber, J. .1919, 
pending final decision of the courts 
as td the isstie involved and subject 
to conditions with which this com- 
! pany has complied. 
Accordingly, 
all bills for service from January 
IG. 1920. are rendered at the rates 
in effect prior to December I, 1919.” 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
The rates in effect now are the 
same as those in effect frbm May 
1919 to December 1919. 
When the 
rate was raised in May the m at­ 
ter was taken before the 
public 
service commission through 
the 
attorney general of the state. 
The 
mihlic service commission 
ruled 
that service should be restored to 
the rate in effect before May. This 
was done in December. 
The Bell 
Telephone Company then took the 
m atter up in the Cole county cir­ 
cuit court which reversed the de­ 
cision of the public service com­ 
mission and restored the hike, ef­ 
fective January 16. 1920. 
JThe public service commission 
through the attorney general has 
appealed to the supreme court for 
a decision and until that is forth­ 
coming the rate hike will be opera­ 
tive, according to the Bell officials.

Paris, Feb. 7.—The Chamber of 
Deputies voted confidence in the 
cabinet yesterday upon an inter­ 
pellation with regard to its foreign 
policy. 
The vote was 518 to 69. 
Premier Millerand asserted that 
the government was determined to 
execute vigorously and fully 
the 
peace treaty and serve notice upon 
Germany that “all that she owes 
we will exact.” 
The Premier said he considered 
that the Germans had flagrantly 
failed to execute the delivery of 
coal, which was most important to 
France, while burning more coal 
than the French to warm

EFFORT MADE TO SAVE 
STROUD FROM GALLOWS 
Kansas City, Feb. 7.—Attorneys 
for Robert F. Stroud, prisoner at 
the Leavenworth federal peniten­ 
tiary, are 
making 
a last-minute 
fight to save Stroud from hanging. 
A motion was filed yesterday in the 
federal court at Topeka asking that 
the date of the prisoner’s execution 
he 
deferred. 
Fred 
Robertson, 
United States district attorney, pre­ 
viously had requested Judge Rob­ 
ert E. Lewis of the Denver federal 
court to fix a date for carrying out 
the death 
sentence 
imposed by 
Judge Lewis in June, 1918. 
The motion sets up that a peti­ 
tion has been prepared, signed by 
Governor Allen, members of the 
Kansas legislature and other Kan­ 
sans asking that the death sen­ 
tence be commuted to life impris­ 
onment. 
The petition is to go to 
President Wilson. 
The death pen­ 
alty has not been inflicted in Kan* 
sas for twenty-two years. 
Stroud murdered a prison guard, 
Andrew E. Turner, March 26, 1916. 
The first trial ended in a sentence 
of life imprisonment. 
A new trial 
was granted and the extreme penal­ 
ty ordered. 
Stroud was serving a 
12-year sentence. 
He murdered a 
man at Juneau, Alaska, in 1910, in 
a fight over a dance hall girl.

ONLY THREE MISSING 
IN TOTAL CASUALTIES 


By Associated Press. 
Washington, Feb. 7.—Completion 
of the record of casualties of the 
American expeditionary forces 
in 
the world war wa- announced yes­ 
terday bv Adjt. Gen. Harris with 
the issuance of a final revised list 
of the “old casualties.**

review' of the American expedition­ 
ary forces records practically have 
been completed, it was said no fur­ 
ther additions or corrections were 
anticipated 
The last names added to the list 
of killed in action were: 
Privates Ne I es Penderson, How­ 
ard, S. D., and Paul Schmidt, Kala­ 
mazoo, Mich., bringing the tora! cas­ 
ualties to date as follow's: * 
Killed in action, including 382 at 
sea.

Died of wounds, 13.960.
